Boon & Mass of Flames

By the time all of the youmg peo-
ple hnd left the chureh the ::u-r: rl:ln'.

The rear wall had recently been part-
ly demolished to make way for a new
parish house, and had been temporarily
closed with boarda and tar paver.

In less than thirty minutes nfter the
last person had left flames had sprend
through the entire bullding.

— Winston
Churchill stated in the House of Com-
mons yesterday he had received tele-
| grams from Sir James Craig, Premier
i of Ulster, and the Irish 'rovisional
| ttovernment regarding the recent ruids,
Both make violent accusations and
counter-accusations against each other.

“"Undoubtedly the eituation on the
frontier is very lamentable and dis-
quicting,”' sald Mr. Churehill, *

quieting the situation. The whole
question of the mensures to be taken to
 control the border must be reviewed at
an early date by His Majesty's Gov-
ernment.

“*Nothing is more Important than
that a meeting should take place be-
tween the representatives of the North
and South, Considering the wny things
are going, from bad to worse, any one
who would place any obstacles in the
way of such a meeting will be assum-
ing n grave responsibility.'’
